RCMP called off an Amber Alert 
and confirmed Tuesday night the 
worst had happened, saying that 
the remains of two-year-old Hailey 
Dunbar-Blanchette had been found. 

Hailey was reported missing 
Monday and later that day the body 
of her father, 27-year-old Terry 
Blanchette, had been found in his 
Blairmore home. 

RCMP Supt. Tony Hamori said Hail¬ 
ey’s body was found 
in a rural area near 
Blairmore during a 
police search Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

“Hailey’s family 
has been notified

and we extended our deepest con¬ 
dolences to the family for the loss 
of Hailey and also for the loss of 
Terry,” he said. 

“This is a sad day for the inves¬ 
tigators, citizens of Blairmore and 
all of the Canadians who hoped 
Hailey would be found and returned 
unharmed.” 

The Amber Alert was cancelled 
Tuesday night. Hamori said public 
assistance is no longer needed in 
locating the white van that police 
had been searching for. 

The 22-year-old man who was 
taken into custody by RCMP early 
Tuesday remains in custody for ques¬ 
tioning in relation to the case. 

Hamori said charges are pending 
and the suspect’s identity will be 
made public after those charges 
have been sworn. 

“The goal now is to complete the 
investigation into 
the death of Hail¬ 
ey and her father 
Terry,” he said. 

More information 
was expected at 10 
a.m. on Wednesday.

O FAST FACTS 

Q: How is Blatchford 
going to hit its green 
targets? 

A: First, buildings on the 
site will be held to a much 
higher standard for energy 
efficiency and conserva¬ 
tion, including a require¬ 
ment they be solar ready. 
That will be combined 
with a shallow geothermal 
system and sewer-heat ex¬ 
change system to provide 
heat and hot water. 

Q: How will geothermal 
energy work? 

A: The proposal is to have 
a shallow geothermal sys¬ 
tem on the site as well as 
a sewer-heat exchange 
that would heat water, 
supported by heat pumps 
that would be powered by 
electricity. 

Q: Will it be carbon 
neutral? 

A: Not at first. The shal¬ 
low geothermal system 
won't provide enough 
heat to completely warm 
a house or water for use, 
so heat pumps will have 
to be used to boost the 
water. Those pumps will 
run off electricity, which in 
Alberta means coal-fired 
generation. The city hopes 
to use solar power, but 
solar will be phased in as 
the technology improves 
and becomes cheaper.

Blatchford will 
take years to 
achieve vision

A new district energy system 
council approved Tuesday for 
the Blatchford redevelopment 
will take up to a decade to realize 
the original, promised vision of a 
carbon-neutral neighbourhood. 

City councillors saw plans for 
a shallow geothermal system 
that, combined with high-energy 
efficiency standards for homes 
and businesses, is expected to see 
Blatchford be 78 per cent carbon 
neutral when it starts welcoming 
residents in 2016. 

In July 2009, when the city 
first closed the airport where 
Blatchford is being built, it prom¬ 
ised to create a world-leading 
sustainable community that 
would set an example on the 
environment. 

Integral Group, which helped 
build the Blatchford master plan, 
notes in a 2014 document the 
project will be “100 per cent 
carbon-neutral” and that in the 
long-term it would become “be¬ 
yond carbon-neutral.” 

That plan was developed by 
the architecture firm Perkins + 
Will, who later complained the 
city had watered down their vi¬ 
sion when they moved toward

implementation. 

Mark Hall, the project’s execu¬ 
tive director, told council Tuesday 
the idea is not to rely on any one 
technology. 

“There were a number of dif¬ 
ferent technologies that when 
we put them all together in a 
system, it did get us to council’s 
vision,” he said. 

But getting it to zero will be 
a longer-term play, as the geo¬ 
thermal system will need some 
electricity, which will currently 
come from the province’s coal- 
power grid, he said. 

Hall added they expect to use 


renewable technologies like solar 
energy to get the system off the 
provincial grid within 10 years. 

Mayor Don Iveson congratu¬ 
lated the team and said the neigh¬ 
bourhood is becoming the green 
community that council wanted. 

“You’re rising to the challenge 
of keeping the bargain we made 
with our citizens,” he said. 

Iveson said that while Blatch¬ 
ford might not be carbon-neutral 
on day one, it will get there. 

“It’s a prudent approach using 
proven technology that we can 
scale up to make this neighbour¬ 
hood successful.”

INVESTIGATION 

Neighbour 
says there was 
always laughter 
in their home 

A clearer picture has emerged 
of Terry Blanchette, the de¬ 
ceased father of Hailey Dunbar- 
Blanchette, whose body was 
found late Tuesday 

Blanchette, who worked as 
a cook in a restaurant and was 
described as a doting father by 
friends and his boss, had many 
criminal convictions between 
2010 and 2012. 

There are no court records 


after 2012. That’s when Blan¬ 
chette’s Facebook posts switched 
from talk of court dates to pic¬ 
tures of him with his baby 
daughter. 

“I’m not the bad guy for 
not wanting my child around 
drug-addicted pedophiles,” said 
a post attributed to Blanchette 
on March 8, 2013. 

Family friend Corette Har¬ 
rington said Hailey’s mother, 
Cheyenne Dunbar, and Blan¬ 
chette amicably shared custody 
of their little girl. She lived with 
her dad full time, and Dunbar 
visited eveiy few weeks from 
Edmonton. 

Supt. Tony Hamori said 
Dunbar was working with 
investigators.

“To my knowledge, she has 
been co-operative with the 
investigation,” he said during 
the search. 

“Police have been speaking 
with her, and obviously, at this 
point in time, follow-up inves¬ 
tigation is going to be done.” 

Neighbour Angela Mathieson 
said it was clear Blanchette loved 
being a father: “He was taking 
good care of her. There was al¬ 
ways laughing and giggling go¬ 
ing on over there.” 


Hamori said police found 
Blanchette’s body shortly before 
noon on Monday and it was in¬ 
formation from neighbours that 
led investigators to believe Hailey 
was taken at around 3:30 a.m. 

Blair Painter, mayor of Crows- 
nest Pass, said eveiyone in the 
area is feeling pain. “This is the 
news that nobody wanted to 
hear,” he said. “This is going to 
devastate our community, and 
it’s going to take us a long time 
to heal from this.” 

Tuesday night’s vigil had start¬ 
ed out with a group wearing 
yellow arm bands talking about 
searching the nearby woods for 
Hailey. 

Candles and stuffed animals 
covered a picnic table by a 


playground just around the 
corner from the home where 
Hailey had lived. 

A group sang a reworked 
version of the old spiritual “Kum- 
baya” — “A girl is missing, my 
Lord, Kumbaya... bring her back 
to us, Kumbaya.” 

A pink sign with “Please bring 
our baby Hailey home safe” hung 
on the park’s gate, a single teddy 
bear affixed to it. 

The news swept across social 
media, prompting an outpour¬ 
ing of sadness from across the 
countiy. 

“My heart is broke, can’t stop 
ciying,” Cathy Hollahan posted 
to a Facebook page called Let’s 
Bring Hailey Home Safe. “RIP, 
my darling.” the Canadian press

“Speak to the issue, out of 
order, speak to the issue — 
speak to the issue!” yelled 
Edmonton Catholic School 
Board chairwoman Debbie 
Engel at an often-chaotic 
board of trustees meeting 
Tuesday. 

Engel’s demand came after 
calling a recess to end shout¬ 
ing matches between trustees 
Patricia Grell — who intro¬ 
duced a policy to support 
transgender students last May 


and hoped to see it adopted 
Tuesday — and Cindy Olsen, 
who said the policy was re¬ 
dundant and trans issues 
were covered under existing 
rules. 

The meeting continually 
devolved into emotional and 
heated exchanges, and the 
vote was ultimately post¬ 
poned to Oct. 15. 

Meanwhile, the young girl 
at the centre of the debate 
continues attending school 


classes. 

Edmonton’s Catholic arch¬ 
bishop, Richard Smith, has 
reportedly drafted an alterna¬ 
tive gender policy, expected 
to be ready later this month, 
though he is not paid to draft 
policy like the school trust¬ 
ees who created the current 
proposal. 

Regardless, many at the 
meeting Tuesday wanted to 
wait to see Smith’s policy 
before making a decision, 


adding that consultation con¬ 
ducted this summer on the 
policy was insufficient. 

Transgender woman Marni 
Panas, a Catholic school par¬ 
ent they consulted, said she 
doesn’t have high hopes for 
the policy yet to come or that 
the policy she helped draft 
will ever be adopted. 

“It was evidence-based, and 
based on best practice, I can’t 
think of how they could do 
any better,” she said.

IDENTITY 

Debate redundant, 
says trans expert 


As the Edmonton Catholic 
School Board debated a gender- 
identity policy, an expert said 
passing it is the only option, as 
identity protection is enshrined 
in Canadian law. 

Jan Butterman, president of 
the Trans Equality Society of Al¬ 
berta, said policies and laws far 
above the school board’s juris¬ 
diction already protect gender 
identity from discrimination. 

“I’m always a little bit un¬ 
clear as to why there is a con¬ 
flict on this issue arising in 
the first place,” Butterman 
said, referencing the Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic School Board’s 
ongoing drama with accom¬ 
modating a transgendered stu¬ 
dent and a policy its board has 
crafted. 

“The Bill of Rights explicit¬ 
ly states gender identity and 
gender expression are cov¬ 
ered.... If you look at the Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission’s ma¬ 
terials, they state clearly male, 
female, transgender are all 
recognized. 

“They (the Catholic School 
Board) are obligated not to 


discriminate and they are obli¬ 
gated to accommodate.” 

Butterman added the sci¬ 
ence and existing policies 
protecting the fundamental 
freedoms of trans-identifying 
people should make passing 
an inclusive policy at the dis¬ 
trict level easy and that trust¬ 
ees should be “veiy cautious” 
about how they frame discus¬ 
sions around it. 

“It’s not okay for a group of 
adults to be deciding things 
about a child destructive to 
that child’s experience in 
school or that child’s iden¬ 
tity,” he said. 

Butterman also said trans- 
identifying individuals will 
often have been medically diag¬ 
nosed with gender dysphoria, 
adding further complications 
for any organization that dis¬ 
criminates against them. 

“We don’t typically expect 
teachers or administrators are 
going to be getting overly in¬ 
terested in private aspects of 
our lives related to a medical 
condition,” he said.

Westjet adds direct 
flights to Gatwick

Fancy high tea near Bucking¬ 
ham Palace next spring? 

Westjet can now get you 
there with direct flights from 
Edmonton to London for $299 
(one way) including taxes. 

Westjet announced the 
flights Tuesday, which will 
run twice a week beginning 
May 6, 2016. Flights will land 
at London’s Gatwick airport, 
about 30 minutes from cen¬ 
tral London. 

Edmonton is one of six Can¬ 
adian cities from which West- 
Jet will fly directly to London. 
Additionally, passengers flying 
from other Alberta airports 
such as Fort McMurray can 
connect through Edmonton 


International Airport to Lon¬ 
don Gatwick through Westjet 
for an additional $20. 

“Canadians have been pay¬ 
ing far too much to fly to Eur¬ 
ope for far too long,” Westjet 
Executive Vice-President Bob 
Cummings said. “Gatwick is 
a very convenient airport. 
There’s great connectivity 
across Europe from Gatwick 
as well.” 

All London flights from Ed¬ 
monton will be flown on one of 
four 767 aircraft, which are 50 
per cent larger than Westjet’s 
biggest 737 and can fly for 11 
hours straight. Each plane seats 
262 guests including 24 pre¬ 
mium seats. Flights will leave 
in the afternoon or evening, 
arriving in London morning 
or afternoon of the next day. 

Cummings said passengers 
can expect more direct flight 
announcements in the future.

A Canaccord Genuity employee 
in Edmonton who tweeted re¬ 
cently that Environment Min¬ 
ister Shannon Phillips looked 
“chubby” has offered her an 
apology. Markus Muhs posted 
on his Faceboolc page Tuesday 
that he regrets posting the of¬ 
fensive tweet and that he was 
acting as a troll. 

The tweet “was posted in 


anger/frustration for our En¬ 
vironment Minister’s blatant 
contempt for the Alberta econ¬ 
omy,” he writes. But Muhs’ 
apology isn’t free of criticism 
for Phillips. He describes her 
as an “environmental activist” 
and writes that “she and her 
ilk are lying to and deceiving 
Albertans in an effort to push 
through their green agenda.” 

Further in the post, Muhs 
writes that he’s heavier than 
Phillips and that, “To tell the 
truth I was slighty (sic) inebri¬ 
ated at the time I posted it”

Move could

The city granted the wishes 
of many in downtown neigh¬ 
bourhoods by extending its 
moratorium on new social 


housing in the core Tuesday, 
but some worry the move 
could leave those in need 
without affordable homes. 

Three years ago, leaders 
from McCauley, Alberta Av¬ 
enue, Queen Mary Park, East- 
wood and Central McDougall 
all lobbied for the moratorium 
on new social housing in the 
core because, they said, it was 
overly concentrated in their 
backyards. 

The city agreed and im¬ 
posed a moratorium, which 
was set to expire this Nov¬ 
ember. 

On Tuesday, council ex¬ 


tended the ban. 

“We had to send a message 
to those communities and 
also send a message to other 
communities that they have 
a responsibility to take some 
of the role here,” Coun. Scott 
McKeen said. 

McCauley resident Nicho¬ 
las Hermansen said his com¬ 
munity has more non-marlcet 
housing than market housing 
and can’t be the only neigh¬ 
bourhood sharing that load. 

“We want diverse and in¬ 
clusive communities across 
the city,” he said. 

“Our job is not to be the 


home for low-income hous¬ 
ing.” 

But Boyle Street Executive 
Director Julian Daly said the 
moratorium could create fu¬ 
ture problems. 

“We believe that housing 
is the solution and not the 
problem,” he said. “We need 
a lot of new units in our city 
to address poverty and reduce 
homelessness.” 

The city will look at some 
opportunities for exceptions 
to the moratorium that could 
include seniors’ residences, 
home-ownership programs 
and other initiatives.

Mom taking leap of faith’ 


MEDICAL MARIJUANA 

Albertan denied 
prescription for 
daughter turns 
to Ontario clinic 

An Alberta mother whose daugh¬ 
ter has severe epilepsy has trav¬ 
elled to Ontario for a medical 
marijuana prescription after the 
girl’s doctor said he was no long¬ 
er allowed to provide permission 
to purchase the product. 

In 2013, Sarah Wilkinson had 
started extracting cannabis oil 
from dried marijuana — pur¬ 
chased from a licensed grower 
with a prescription from a neur¬ 
ologist at Alberta Children’s Hos¬ 
pital — to prevent life-threaten¬ 
ing seizures in her eight-year-old 


daughter Mia. 

But in July, the physician de¬ 
clined to renew the prescription 
because of a hospital policy based 
on the position of Alberta Health 
Services, the provincial health au¬ 
thority, which does not support 
the use of medical marijuana for 
pediatric patients with epilepsy. 

Wilkinson said the cannabis 
oil is the only therapy that has 
worked to stop Mia’s seizures, 
caused by a rare type of epilepsy 
called Ohtahara syndrome. 

Despite taking 30 to 40 anti- 
convulsive pills daily, Mia would 
suffer up to 100 seizures a day, 
said her mother. But since start¬ 
ing daily doses of oral cannabis 
oil 19 months ago, she has not 
had a single seizure. 

On Monday, Mia was seen by a 
doctor at the Canadian Cannabis 
Clinic in St. Catharines, Ont., and 


left with a prescription for dried 
marijuana, which her mother 
can fill from a federally licensed 
producer after returning to their 
Airdrie, Alta., home. 

“It’s a big re¬ 
fief. I don’t have 
to worry about 
when I run out 
ofhermeds,” said 
her mother, who 
had been worried 
about her dwin¬ 
dling supply of 
medical-grade 
marijuana pur¬ 
chased with the 
initial prescrip¬ 
tion. 

Wilkinson said she turned to 
cannabis because nothing else 
was helping her child, whose 
seizures could be so severe she 
would stop breathing and have 


to be resuscitated and rushed 
to hospital. 

“I really took a big leap of 
faith with that,” she said of the 
cannabis oil, adding that with¬ 
in 24 hours of 
the first dose, 
Mia’s seizures 
had complete¬ 
ly stopped. 

For Mia, 
tetrahydrocan¬ 
nabinol, or TH, 
appears to be 
the ingredient 
in marijuana 
that controls 
her seizures. 
Without the 
treatment, “we would have wait¬ 
ed for the next big seizure and 
she would have died. There’s not 
a really nice way to say that.”

Mayor Iveson wants 
affordable housing to be 
an election issue 

Edmonton councillors 
want residents to make 
the city's affordable hous¬ 
ing issues an election 
issue during this cam¬ 
paign. 

Councillors received 
a troubling assessment 
of the state of afford¬ 
able housing on Tuesday, 
which identified more 


than 11,000 units in the 
city that currently receive 
federal funding that is 
gradually being phased 
out. 

As contracts run out, 
the federal government 
has said they won't be re¬ 
newing them, which the 
city estimates could lead 
to the closure of 4,500 
units by 2030. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
the federal and provincial 


governments' dwindling 
support for housing has to 
be addressed. He said a 
lack of affordable housing 
leads to social disorder, 
higher costs for policing 
and higher wait times in 
hospitals. 

"If those things matter 
to voters they should be 
asking extremely probing 
questions," he said. 

He said while the city 
has built affordable hous¬ 


ing, despite not having a 
mandate, other levels of 
government aren't doing 
their fair share. 

"My hostility is directed 
at Ottawa. It's absolutely 
directed at Ottawa." 

Iveson said all of the 
country's big city mayors 
are on the same table with 
him on this issue and he 
hopes federal politicians 
take notice.

Luck runs dry for local 
'Scratch and Lose' bandit 

A man who hid from police 
for nine hours in the Gold 
Bar Wastewater Treatment 
Plant earlier this month is 
facing 33 separate char¬ 
ges related to a string of 
robberies this summer. 

Police have dubbed 
the man the "Scratch and 
Lose" bandit after there 
were seven robberies of 
thousands of dollars worth 
of scratch-and-win lottery 
tickets from convenience 
stores across the city be¬ 
tween June 18 and Sept 3. 

Jacob Shane Ritson- 
Bennett, 29, is facing 
seven charges of robbery, 
seven counts of wearing 
a disguise, four counts of 
possession of a weapon, 
dangerous driving, assault 
with a weapon and crim¬ 
inal flight. 

Ritson-Bennett was 
taken into custody and 
charged Sept. 4 after he 
was found hiding in the 
ducts at the Gold Bar 
plant. 

Staff at a Sherwood Park 
fast food restaurant first 
called RCMP around 4 a.m. 
that morning to report an 
alleged assault in the bath¬ 
room between the sus¬ 
pect and his common-law 
spouse, whom he is pro¬ 
hibited from contacting. 

Sherwood Park RCMP 
quickly arrived at the res¬ 
taurant, but the man fled 
in a stolen Toyota. 

Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice Air-1 tracked the sus¬ 
pect to an area near the 
North Saskatchewan river. 
He abandoned the vehicle 
in the river, and K-9 mem¬ 
bers tracked his scent into 
the Gold Bar plant. 

A handful of overnight 
employees were safe 
under guard by police until 
the man was found hiding 
in a duct nine hours after 
the manhunt began.

Transit adds buses 
to alleviate delays

Edmonton Transit is adding 
eight buses to its circulation 
to help alleviate interruptions 
and delays caused by a new 
LRT line, back to school traf¬ 
fic, downtown construction 


and substantial road closures. 

Bill Sabey, director of ser¬ 
vice development for ETS, said 
the first few weeks of Septem¬ 
ber always create challenges 
for transit, as traffic increases 
to universities and schools. 
But, he added, there are addi¬ 
tional challenges this year. 

“There is the opening of the 
Metro Line with trains going 
through there, that affected a 
number of bus routes,” Sabey 
said, adding “unprecedented” 
downtown construction led 
to significant route changes 
as well, in June. 

Sabey said buses are not im¬ 
mune to construction or LRT 


related traffic snarls, but ETS 
is already doing “a number of 
things to address the delays,” 
which have affected routes 
8, 9, 15 and 130 worst of all. 

Transit staff are post¬ 
ed along those routes this 
week to monitor buses and 
see where they are falling 
behind schedule. 

Sabey said he’ll use that 
data to put spare buses into 
effective service next week. 

“If a bus is delayed (by 
traffic) we can’t do anything 
about it, but people down¬ 
stream — if we put in extra 
buses — won’t be waiting as 
long,” he said. 


Q DATA MINING 

Currently, 21 buses have 
the Smart Bus technology, 
which makes real-time 
data available to transit 
controllers. 


The city is also adding 
Smart Bus hardware to buses 
on problem routes. 

“For routes 8 and 9 we are 
getting it implemented as 
smart later in October ... hope¬ 
fully that will help us address 
delay issues on those routes,” 
Sabey said.

Partisan job ads that triggered 
a review of the NDP’s hiring 
practices have not been pulled 
down, despite the government’s 
assurances otherwise, accord¬ 
ing to one Conservative MLA. 

Progressive Conservative 
MLA Richard Starke said a re¬ 
port released by the legislature’s 
clerk Tuesday is correct to note 
ads for jobs in the NDP govern¬ 
ment’s constituency offices had 
partisan language. 

But, he said, the problematic 
ads haven’t been taken down. 

Legislature Clerk W.J. David 
McNeil conducted a review of 
the government’s hiring after 
Starke complained about the 
advertisements. 

For example, the advertise¬ 
ments indicated constituency 
assistants would work with cau¬ 
cus staff and resumes were to 
be sent to Brian Stokes, who 
was then a member of the pre¬ 
mier’s transition team. 

McNeil’s report notes the job 
ads did cross partisan lines. But, 
he also notes that when the 
problem was brought to the 
NDP’s attention, new advertis¬ 
ing was drafted and cleared by 
the legislative assembly office. 

Metro scanned several MLA 
Faceboolc pages and found the 
advertisements with the prob¬ 
lematic language was still up 
in some cases and found no 
cases where new non-partisan 
advertisements were posted.

But campaign 
stumbles over 
another Tory 
behaving badly 

Stephen Harper was hanging 
10 on the crest of a surprise 
budget surplus Tuesday, show¬ 
ing off his fiscal bona fides as 
the federal election campaign 
prepared to convene in Calgary 
to debate the state of the Can¬ 
adian economy. 

But it wasn’t all smooth surf¬ 
ing for the Conservatives: yet 
another would-be Tory MP took 
a tumble over inappropriate 
comments on social media. 

Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor candidate Blair Dale was 
dropped over Faceboolc com¬ 
ments that were “incompat¬ 
ible with our party,” said a 
spokesman. 

Dale is the sixth Conserva¬ 
tive to be shown the door since 
the campaign began Aug. 2. 

Harper had a little spring 
in his step in Vancouver as 
he boasted about Finance De¬ 
partment numbers that show 
a $1.9-billion surplus in 2014- 
15 where once there was a 
predicted $2-billion shortfall. 

Back on one of his favour¬ 
ite talking points, the prime 
minister mocked the fiscal- 
management chops of both 
Rachel Notley, Alberta’s new 
NDP premier, and Liberal Lead¬ 
er Justin Trudeau. 

Trudeau has criticized the 
surplus as the product of fail¬ 
ing to spend adequately on 
vulnerable Canadians — an 
accusation the Conservatives 
deny. 

The surplus was achieved 
in part by departments under¬ 


spending their budgets by $8.7 
billion — a tactic known as 
lapsed funding and one de¬ 
plored by critics as spending 
cuts by stealth. The Conserva¬ 
tives had budgeted for $7.2 
billion in lapsed funding but 
wound up with $1.5 billion 
more than anticipated. 

Trudeau was in a contested 
southwestern Ontario riding 
Tuesday to promise $750 mil¬ 
lion for skilled-trades funding. 

“You’ve seen your personal 
debt rising as your job pros¬ 


pects sink. You want to seek 
out better opportunities but 
you can’t access the training 
you need,” Trudeau told sup¬ 
porters and apprentices at a 
local plumber and pipefitter’s 
union. 

“Stephen Harper doesn’t 
know what that’s like. When 
he was first elected, Windows 
95 was still two years away ... 
(and) the cutting-edge way to 
apply for a job was to send in 
your resume by fax.”

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Hungary declares state of emergency

Migrants 
detained as 
border with 
Serbia sealed 

Declaring a state of emergency, 
Hungary sealed off its south¬ 
ern border with Serbia on 
Tuesday and detained those 
trying to enter illegally, aim¬ 
ing to shut down the flow of 
migrants pouring in. Chaos 
ensued at the border, as hun¬ 
dreds of migrants piled up in 
a no man’s land, and Serbian 
officials reacted with outrage. 

Stuck for an unknown 
amount of time on a strip of 
road between the two coun¬ 
tries’ checkpoints, those flee¬ 
ing violence in their homelands 
pitched tents and settled in. But 
frustrations were on the rise. 
As a police helicopter hovered 
above, migrants chanted “Open 
the border!” and shouted in¬ 
sults at Hungarian riot police. 
Some refused food and water 
in protest. 

With a razor-wire fence 
completed along the Serbian 
border, Foreign Minister Peter 
Szijjarto said Hungaiy now also 


plans to extend the fence for 
“a reasonable distance” along 
its border with Romania. Both 
Serbian and Romanian gov¬ 
ernments decried Hungary’s 
moves. 

“Raising a fence between 
two EU member states who 
are strategic partners is not 
a fair gesture from a political 
point of view, according to the 
European spirit,” Romania’s 
Foreign Ministry said. 

Serbia’s foreign minister de¬ 
clared it was “unacceptable” 
that migrants were being sent 
back from Hungaiy while more 
and more were arriving from 
Macedonia and Greece. 

“(Serbia) wants to be part 
of the solution, not collateral 
damage. There will have to be 
talks in the coming days with 
Brussels and other countries,” 
Ivica Dacic said in Prague. 

The turmoil at the Hungar- 
ian-Serbian border came a day 
after the 28-nation bloc failed 
to come up with a united im¬ 
migration policy at a conten¬ 
tious meeting in Brussels. The 
ministers did agree to share re¬ 
sponsibility for 40,000 people 
seeking refuge in overwhelmed 
Italy and Greece and spoke 
hopefully of reaching an even¬ 
tual deal — next month or by

At least12 
dead after 
flash flood 


UTAH-ARIZONA 

Community 
was home base 
for sect leader 

A wall of water swept away 
two vehicles carrying women 
and children in a Utah-Ari- 
zona border town — killing at 
least 12 people, with one still 
missing as of Tuesday even¬ 
ing — in a community where 
polygamous sect leader War¬ 
ren Jeffs was based, author¬ 
ities said. 

Three people survived as 
the flash flooding washed the 
vehicles several hundred yards 
downstream, Hildale assistant 
fire Chief Kevin Barlow said. 

“Witnesses say they were 
backing out of it, trying to 


get away from it, and it still 
swept them in,” he said. 

Barlow said the rescue ef¬ 
fort was ongoing through the 
night but scaled back because 
of treacherous conditions in 
the sister towns of Hildale, 
Utah, and Colorado City, Ariz. 

The floods came after heavy 
rains fell in the canyons just 
north of the towns. 

He said the water was well 
above normal flood stage. 
“This was several feet deep, 
at least, and even more treach¬ 
erous in the narrow channels.” 

Members of the sect, whose 
members believe polygamy 
brings exaltation in heaven, 
are believed to be discouraged 
from watching TV, using the 
Internet or having much con¬ 
tact with the outside world.

Mother indicted in 
child’s swing death 


The facts are hard to fathom: a 
mother alone with her three- 
year-old son in a playground in La 
Plata, Md., for two days straight, 
pushing him in a swing until he 
died of dehydration and low body 
temperature, pushing him even 
after he died until finally sheriffs 
deputies came to investigate. 

To Vontasha Simms, whose 
daughter Romechia Simms is 
now charged with manslaughter, 
the facts are a clear indication 
that Romechia was suffering 
from mental illness so severe 
that a criminal prosecution is 


misplaced. 

Vontasha Simms said she was 
“flabbergasted” by prosecutors’ 
announcement Monday that they 
were charging her 24-year-old 
daughter with child abuse, man¬ 
slaughter and child neglect. 

“No one in their right mind 
is going to sit out there for two 
days in the elements,” she said, 
noting her daughter had no food 
or water in those two days. 

The case had been under inves¬ 
tigation since Ji’Aire Donnell Lee 
was found dead May 22.

Home sales edge up slightly 


The boom in Canada’s housing 
market continued in August 
with sales of existing homes 
edging up 0.3 per cent month 
over month and holding at 
levels not far off the five-year 
high reached in May, accord¬ 
ing to the Canadian Real Estate 
Association.

Tuesday, CREA says sales of 
existing homes were little 
changed from July in all local 
markets, with an even split be¬ 
tween those posting increases 
and those showing declines.

On a full-year basis, actual 
sales were up four per cent 
compared with August 2014 
and were 6.6 per cent above the 
10-year average for the month. 
Prices continued to rise in

said CREA chief economist 
Gregory Klump, who noted 
that the month also provided 
“early evidence that modest 
price growth is re-emerging 
in some markets in Quebec 
and New Brunswick.” 

Klump added that enduring 
low interest rates continued 
to boost home sales and were 
“likely to keep doing so for 
some time.”

U.S. retailer 
eyeing Alberta 
and B.C. after 
Toronto foray 

While some shoppers may 
struggle to locate garments in 
a specific style or colour, Ashlie 
Callender faces an even greater 
obstacle: finding clothes that 
will fit her curvy frame. 

“Regular stores, they go up 
to extra large sometimes, and 
that’s really like a (size) 10 
maybe. So if it’s a stretchy ma¬ 
terial, I can get away with it,” 
said the 24-year-old college 
student. 

Callender joined dozens of 
shoppers who jammed Torrid’s 
new location in Toronto Eaton 
Centre for the grand opening of 
its first store outside of the U.S. 

Three more Torrid stores are 
set to open in the Toronto area 
this fall, joining homegrown 
plus-size retailers Addition Elle 


and Penningtons, both under 
the banner of Montreal-based 
Reitmans Canada Ltd. 

The plus-size brand is al¬ 
ready familiar to Canadians, 
who account for more than 
half of Torrid’s international 
business online, said CEO Lisa 
Harper. 

The retailer has more than 
280 stores across the U.S. and 
ships to more than 150 coun¬ 
tries. Torrid is a full-service 
apparel and accessories shop 
offering separates, denim, 
handbags and footwear. 

Harper said the company ex¬ 
pects to open about 10 stores 
in Canada in 2016, and has 
been eyeing British Columbia, 
Calgary and Edmonton as po¬ 
tential expansion sites.

Torrid is seeking to help fill 
a sizable void in Canadian re¬ 
tail for full-figured consumers. 

A 2013 report from the NPD 
Group found that plus sizes 
represent 32 per cent of the 
“special size” clothing category, 
which also includes tall, petite 
and junior. Two-thirds of plus- 
size women reported shopping 
for larger clothes was more 
stressful than shopping for 
traditional sizes, with limited 
merchandise cited among the 
main causes. 

“Coming from the wholesale 
side of the fashion business, 
you do have to pay a premium 
for clothes that are either plus¬ 
sized or petite,” said Sandy 
Silva, director of fashion and 
beauty at the NPD Group. 

Most national retailers 
which offer extended sizing 
have a “fairly basic assort¬ 
ment,” she noted. “They don’t 
really have the wealth or array 
of fun, fashionable, sexy styles 
that plus-size women want as 
well as a regular-size woman.”

Who's the new man steering the Tory ship? 


Strategist political consult¬ 
ant campaign adviser... 

whatever you call it, the 
Conservative party has a new 
one: Lynton Crosby. He's a 
household name in political 
households. But what will he 
bring? And why did the party 
hire him so late in the game? 
The wizard from Australia 
In his home country, Crosby 
led the centre-right Liberal 
Party to victory in 1998 and 
2001. His messaging targeted 
voters wary about the number 
of asylum seekers arriving 
on the country's shores. He's 
known as a master of "dog- 
whistle" politics: Using code 
words to win support from 
people with disreputable, but 


commonplace, views, such 
as anti-immigration senti¬ 
ments tinged with racism. 
Later Crosby added wins for 
Conservative U.K. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron and Lon¬ 
don, U.K. Mayor Boris 
Johnson to his CV. 

The work ahead 
Paid consultants are 
a relative rarity in 
Canadian politics, 
says University of 
Waterloo political 
science professor 
Anna Esselment. 

Party insiders tend 
to fill that role, she says, but 
outside expertise might be 
called if a campaign seems to 



be flagging. "I expect (Crosby) 
is giving a high-level assess¬ 
ment regarding Conserva¬ 
tive messages, their target 
audiences, and 
how to effectively 
change the chan¬ 
nel to matters that 
the Conservatives 
want to talk about," 
Esselment says. 
Fresh blood 
Why find a new 
captain when a 
campaign's already 
out to sea? Con¬ 
servative sources 
told The Canadian 
Press that some in the party 
were frustrated with its slap¬ 
dash response to the Syrian 


refugee crisis. Esselment gave 
three possible reasons for the 
hire: It could be a warning 
to opposition that Tories are 
about to get aggressive, a 
move to gain credibility from a 
"legend," or a response to in¬ 
ternal strife. (Some former top 
brass, such as Nigel Wright, 
have been tarnished by the 
trial of Senator Mike Duffy). 
Turning the tide 
Whether changing course 
mid-campaign will work 
remains to be seen, Esselment 
says. "The type of messages 
Harper delivers, and the nega¬ 
tive advertising... over the 
next couple of weeks will likely 
tell us whether Crosby's hand 
is helping to steer the ship."

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Millennials aren't 
turned off by politics. 
It's the voting system.

Youth aren't politically apathet¬ 
ic, says a new study, they're 
just not voting. For many 
young Canadian activists, this 
finding is a breath of fresh air. 

A Samara Research report, 
released last week, looked at 
18 political activities other than 
voting — e.g., volunteering for 
candidates or causes, giving 
political speeches, protesting, 
and discussing politics on 
social media — and found that 
Canadians younger than 30 
participate in them at higher 
rates than those older than 30. 

This isn't the usual narrative 
surrounding millennials. It's a 
welcome acknowledgement 
of the work of student groups 
and other youth movements. 

Using the voting rate as a 
measure of youth engagement 
is like using season-ticket sales 
as a measure of interest in the 
NFL. There's a lot more to take 
into account. 

Even among millennials 
who do vote, voting is often 
seen as one part of the overall 
activism package. Our votes 
serve to elect the government 
that will most optimally act as 
an avenue through which we 
can create change. 

Still, the fact remains that 
we aren't voting as much as 
other age groups. One reason 
I've come up with is that we've 
simply lost faith in our first- 
past-the-post electoral system. 

Let's imagine a prospective 
voter — call him Ben — who 
works at Whole Foods and 
cares deeply about the en¬ 


vironment. Ben wants to vote 
for the Green party because 
he wants the Green candidate 
in his urban riding to be elect¬ 
ed. But, because he's informed 
and engaged, he knows the 
Green candidate won't be 
elected. And the alternative — 
to vote "strategically" against 
his worst-case scenario — isn't 
likely to get him excited. 

We might say to Ben what 
many say to millennials who 
have no reason to believe that 
their preferred candidates will 
be elected: "That's life, kid." 

But I'd argue we'd be better 
served by looking closely at 
how voting works. 

Fair Vote, an organization 
advocating electoral reform, 
recorded that of the more 
than 14 million votes cast 
in the 2011 election, seven 
million served to elect no one 
(like Ben's hypothetical vote 
for the Greens). That means 
about 50 per cent of Canadian 
voters elected 100 per cent of 
the MPs. 

In contrast. Fair Vote found 
that in New Zealand, which 
uses a proportional-represen¬ 
tation system, 97 per cent of 
voters elected MPs. 

In this context. Samara's 
research speaks for itself: It's 
not politics that turns us off — 
it's our winner-take-all electoral 
process. And saying youth are 
apathetic tiptoes around the 
fact that systemic change is 
needed. We don't need to be 
the scapegoats for institutional 
issues older generations have 
ignored. We need proof that 
our votes will be meaningfully 
represented. When that hap¬ 
pens, the youth vote will be a 
lethal electoral force. 
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There’s STILL time to step it up in heels to help wor

I spent my birthday in Paris! 

For 15 years I have been 
promising my daughter I would 
take her to Paris. I spent the 
last five years saving for it, and 
three years planning. The city 
hasn’t changed much since my 
first visit as a teen except that 
maybe there is more English 
spoken in the streets — and I 
have learned more about food. 

In particular, I now know 
where and how to eat. Here 
are a few tips: 

Take a bicycle tour from 
Bike About Tours (bikeabout- 
tours.com) at the start of your 
trip. They will take you off the 
beaten path and at the end of

the tour they will email you a 
list created by the guides (who 
all live in Paris) of favourite 
places to eat and drink. Un¬ 
fortunately they make us swear 
to not share this list, so you’ll 
have to go yourself to find the 
best places. 

Try to avoid bistros that are 


on the corner or that say they 
serve “tout a l’heure” These 
tend to cater to tourists. The 
locals still eat between noon 
and 2 p.m. and 7 and 10 p.m. 

Upon arrival order “une ca¬ 
rafe d’eau pour la table.” Not 
only will it save you up to 10 
bucks for bottled water, it will 


signal to the server you are not 
a total touriste. 

When you get your bread, it 
is to be eaten with your hands 
and placed on the tablecloth. 
Typically, there is no butter 
served but they will bring some 
if you ask. 

If you are looking for the 
prix fixe Michelin star ex¬ 
perience without the crazy 
expense, consider going for 
lunch. The menu is often simi¬ 
lar but the price is half that 
of dinner. My actual birthday 
lunch was at l’Atelier Etoile 
de Joel Robuchon on Champs 
Elysees. 

For 44 euros, I enjoyed four 
courses — a soup with a smoky 
clear broth consomme with 
oyster mushrooms and a plump 
shrimp and a small quenelle 
of caviar floating. 

And for the main course, 
sweetbreads in a demi-glace, 
Chanterelle mushrooms and 
a side of mashed potatoes. I 
had cheese for dessert, but 
then was surprised by a rasp- 
beriy bombe. 


Parisians homesick for their 
grandmother’s inimitable rata- 
touille and Sunday roast chick¬ 
en can now rent out a substi¬ 
tute stand-in through a recently 
launched personal chef service 
that will send a ‘mamie’ to their 
kitchen to whip up an old-fash¬ 
ioned home-cooked meal. 

After moving to Paris from the 
south of France, founder Alize 
Delbes says she found herself 
homesick for her grandmother’s 
cooking. 

And despite its reputation as 
the gastronomic capital of the 
world, Delbes said she was un¬ 
able to find a restaurant that 
could evoke the memories 
and nostalgia of her mamie’s 
veal blanquette and chocolate 


mousse. That led to Lou Pape, a 
site created to bring authentic, 
French dishes into the homes of 
local Parisians in search of com¬ 
fort foods from their childhood. 

The concept is simple: The 
host can choose from a selec¬ 
tion of chefs and their proposed 
menu. After sorting out the de¬ 
tails — date of dinner party, 
venue and number of guests — 
the chef will prep, cook and serve 
the meal in the host’s home. 

Cleanup is also included. 

If language isn’t a big issue, 
Paris-bound travellers in search 
of a truly authentic French meal 
may want to consider booking 
a ‘Beatrice’ or ‘Jean-Jacques’ if 
staying in a short-term vacation

RESEARCH 

Ancient Americans used long 
trade route to get caffeine fix 



More than 1,000 years before 
Starbucks, caffeine was an 
international market mov¬ 
er, with ancient civilizations 
trading holly and cacao-based 
chocolate beverages between 
what is now modern-day Mex¬ 
ico, the Southwest U.S., and 
the South, according to a new 
study. 

Led by University of New 
Mexico anthropology pro¬ 
fessor Patricia Crown, the 
study says the trade lasted 
for around 700 years, likely 
driven by a pre-Hispanic caf¬ 
feine addiction. 

Previous studies found 
traces of cacao-based choco¬ 
late beverages in parts 
of the Southwest 
but this new 
study con¬ 
firms their 
popularity 
and adds 
the holly 
drink 
that be¬ 
fore the 
study was 
not known 
to be con¬ 
sumed in the 
Southwest, Crown 
said. 

Holly, which was used 


to make a caffeinated tea, 
was grown in what is now 
the South. 

Researchers found caffeine 
on shards from jars, bowls, 
and pitchers located at ar¬ 
chaeological sites through¬ 
out present-day New Mexico, 
Arizona and Colorado, where 
neither holly nor cacao grows. 

“The fact we have found 
traces of caffeine that are 
1,000 years old is exciting,” 
Crown said. 

Crown said the caf¬ 
feine likely was used 
in rituals and political 


events. Scientists believe the 
drinks were largely consumed 
by the elite or a noble class be¬ 
cause the plant for the drinks 
had to go through an intricate 
trade route. 

“For people who had a diet 
consisting of corn, bean and 
squash, the drinks provided 
a kick,” Crown said. 

Dave DeWitt, author of The 
Food Lover’s Handbook to 
the Southwest, said he was 
surprised to learn the study 
found holly was so popular in 
the Southwest. He believes it 
may have been consumed for 
the caffeine. 

The chocolate, however, 
was likely popular for other 
reasons. 

“I don’t think it had to do 
with the caffeine since ca¬ 
cao has so very little of it,” 
DeWitt said. 

“It had to do with the rit¬ 
uals that go back to the Aztecs 
and the Maya,” he said. 

It’s unclear if people in the 
Southwest travelled down to 
Mexico or if the plants were 
obtained through village-to- 
village trade routes. 

The study is published in 
the Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences.

• 100 g dark chocolate, chopped 
+ more for grating 

• 5 Tbsp pure maple syrup 

• Maldon or other flaky sea salt 

In small measuring cup, pour 
boiling water over tea bag. Let 
steep as long as you can, at least 
10 minutes, before discarding 
tea bag. 

Wrap tofu in clean tea towel. 


Wring out as much moisture as 
you can. Place in food proces¬ 
sor. Add steeped tea and vanilla.

500 Abarth 
offers 6-speed 
automatic for 
the first time

Retro-styled cars are fun, and 
it’s even better when they have 
the performance to match. 
That’s the case when you opt 
for the Abarth version of Fi¬ 
at’s 500, especially when it’s 
the 500C Cabrio that I tested, 
which gives you a sliding can¬ 
vas roof for an almost-a-con- 
vertible experience. 

While the Abarth previously 
only came with a five-speed 
manual transmission, the 2015 
version is also available for 
the first time with a six-speed 
automatic. Die¬ 
hard sticlc-shift 
fans may re¬ 
sent its inclu¬ 
sion, but it’s a 
really nice unit 
that doesn’t 
take anything 
away from 
the car’s fun 
factor. Power 
changes slightly depending 
on the transmission: you get 
a bit more horsepower with 
the manual unit, but more 
torque — the twisting force 
that gets you moving off the 
line — with the automatic. 
Hit the throttle, and the 500 


Abarth is quick and peppy in 
its response. 

The steering is sports-car 
heavy, but the car responds 
quickly and accurately. My 
car had optional gloss-white 
wheels with Pirelli P-Zero sum¬ 
mer tires, and they stick like 
glue when cornering. Despite 
its diminutive size, the car 
feels firmly planted on the 
highway, although a tighter 
turning circle would make it 
a bit easier to manoeuvre in 
close quarters. 

The retro styling continues 
inside with a metal-loolc paint¬ 
ed dash and chrome accents. 
It’s veiy roomy up front, but 
while there is a rear seat, 
there’s almost no legroom 
back there, and it’s best for 
small children or adults will¬ 
ing to fold themselves up for 
a short ride. 

The sliding roof moves elec¬ 
trically to three positions, start¬ 
ing with a sunroof-sized open¬ 
ing and finally folded down at 
the veiybaclc. A 
portion of the 
steel roof re¬ 
mains in place, 
since the can¬ 
vas is a panel 
that slides in¬ 
side it, and the 
car feels tight 
and rigid, with 
no squeaks. It 
also didn’t leak when I took 
it through a car wash. 

The 500C Abarth is pricey 
for its size, but compared to 
the base Fiat, you’re paying for 
a sportier suspension, bigger 
brakes, and sharp handling. 
It looks like it’s fun, and it is.

Off-roading Bentley 

Bentley just introduced its first 
SUV this week at the Frankfurt 
auto show, and not a moment 
too soon. 

Like a lot of people, I have 
been lamenting for years on why 
someone didn’t offer a vehicle 
costing more than $200,000 that 
could get up a dirt hill. Why did 
it always have to be so affordable 
to have a little bit of offroad fun? 


The auto industry put a group of 
very privileged people in a very 
tough spot with their behaviour 
over the years. Think of how 
challenged were those buyers, 
trying to option their Range Rov¬ 
ers or Mercedes-Benz G Wagons 
into a price level more akin to 
their perceived net worth. 

So thank you Bentley, for rec¬ 
ognizing the injustice here, and 
coming to the rescue of this long- 
suffering group of buyers, by un¬ 
veiling this ultra high-end sport 
utility, which for some reason 
you’re calling Bentayga (rolls 
off the tongue, like bad caviar). 


For those interested, some per¬ 
tinent info ... 600-hp, 12-cylin- 
der engine. All-wheel drive. 
Very sumptuous five-seat cab¬ 
in. Volkswagen owns Bentley; 
the Bentayga is built off of the 
group’s MLV Evo platform cur¬ 
rently utilized for Audi Q7 and 
Porsche Cayenne. Bentayga’s 
main rival should be the forth¬ 
coming SUV from Rolls-Royce. 

Loopy Jaguar 

Jaguar also introduced its first 
SUV at Frankfurt, and did so in 
super dramatic fashion. British 
stunt driver Terry Grant drove 


a Jaguar F-Pace in a 19.08-metre 
loop, similar to a Hot Wheels 
loop, only much bigger. The 
stunt set a Guinness World Re¬ 
cord for largest ever “loop the 
loop.” 

Jaguar F-Pace will be consider¬ 
ably more affordable than the 
Bentley Bentayga. No Canadian 
prices yet, but $43,385 US will be 
its base price south of the bor¬ 
der. F-Pace is rendered from the 
same all-aluminum architecture 
as the new Jaguar XE midsize 
sedan, which should get here 
before the F-Pace. 


Magic carpet Honda 

Any auto show these days is sure 
to be filled with more self-driving 
technologies and Frankfurt will 
not be an exception, so you know 
Honda was saying something by 
creating the Project 2&4 concept 
and showing it off in Germany at 
this juncture in the automotive 
histoiy timeline. 

Project 2&4 is a weird and 
wonderful antidote to the self¬ 
driving movement. 

It’s actually half car/half 
motorcycle, designed to com¬ 
bine the most engaging driving 
elements of both forms. It has 


no “cabin” at all, just a driver’s 
cockpit suspended over the road, 
to grab as much driving inten¬ 
sity as possible. The mid-ship 
mounted 215-hp V4 motorcycle 
engine assures a low, low centre 
of gravity and an outrageous 
power-to-weight ratio. 

Project 2&4 is actually the 
winning entiy of Honda’s annual 
in-house Global Design Project 
contest, which is designed to 
inspire creativity, and get team 
members engaged and passion¬ 
ate about a single project, to 
further the concept of Team 
Honda.

U.S. MARKET 

Major carmakers 
pledge auto-braking 


Major global carmakers pledged 
Friday to install auto-braking 
technology as a standard fea¬ 
ture for vehicles sold in the U.S. 
market, government and safety 
officials announced. 

The technology, which is al¬ 
ready an option on some cars, 
uses on-vehicle sensors to detect 
a possible collision and applies 
brakes if the driver fails to re¬ 
spond to warning sounds. 

Because human error and 
driver distraction are key fac¬ 
tors in many road accidents, 
the auto emergency braking 
(AEB) technology is expected 
to substantially reduce rear-end 
collisions and other accidents. 

“We are entering a new era 
of vehicle safety, focused on 
preventing crashes from ever 
occurring, rather than just pro¬ 
tecting occupants when crashes 
happen,” said U.S. Transporta¬ 
tion Secretaiy Anthony Foxx, 
making the announcement at

an event hosted by the Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety. 

“But if technologies such as 
automatic emergency braking 
are only available as options or 
on the most expensive models, 
too few Americans will see the 
benefits of this new era.” 

Ten automakers, whose cars 
account for more than half the 
U.S. market, agreed to make 
the auto-braking technology a 
standard feature: Audi, BMW, 
Ford, General Motors, Mazda, 
Mercedes-Benz, Tesla, Toyota, 
Volkswagen and Volvo. 

“The evidence is mounting 
that AEB is making a differ¬ 
ence,” said insurance institute 
president Adrian Lund. 

“Most crashes involve driver 
error. This technology can com¬ 
pensate for the mistakes eveiy 
driver makes because the sys¬ 
tems are always on alert, mon¬ 
itoring the road ahead and never 
getting tired or distracted.” 

Lund said several studies in¬ 
cluding one from the institute 
shows the auto-braldng technol¬ 
ogy can reduce insurance injury 
claims by as much as 35 per cent. 

The announcement did not 
include a specific timetable for 
deployment of the new systems. 
Transportation officials said they 
would be urging the other car- 
makers to join the pledge to 
make the technology standard 
as soon as possible, afp

Gagne retires after 14 seasons 


Simon Gagne announced his 
retirement Tuesday after play¬ 
ing 14 NHL seasons, winning 
the Stanley Cup with the Los 
Angeles Kings and capturing 
a gold medal with Canada at 
the 2002 Olympics. 

Gagne, whose time in the 
league was plagued by injuries, 
still put up 291 goals and 310 
assists in 822 career regular- 
season games for the Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers, Kings, Tampa Bay 
Lightning and Boston Bruins. 

The left-winger was a major 
contributor to the Flyers’ run 
to the 2010 Cup final, scoring
